iimintained at Victoria, have resolved to hand 
over the Library of that Inatitule to the Citj 
Comieil as a free or partially free Circulalinti 
Lilirai y ; 

An.l whereas it is expedi.ait lo accept the

establish and iiuuiiLain a public and free or 
partially free library ; Ihoreforo.

wnrlil, which was givi-n him lo replenish 
and subdue. I'lu ri' .■irc many great waiila 
ill the wnrlii which im.'ciiuily is now be 
mg r.ackeil In sup|ily. I'lnf. U. II. Tliur 
sloii, in V'/ic Fiji iiiii, notes three of ihese^ 
and he says the world is waiting for ihe 
appearance of three inventors, "greater 
than an}' who have gone before, and to 
whom it will accord honors and emolu- 
ments far exceeding all ever yet received 
by any of their predecessors." "The first 
of those," writes Professor Thurston, "is 
he who will show us how, by the com- 
bustion of fuel, directly lo produce the 
electric ciirreiil ; the secniid is the man 
who will teach us to |iiinluce the beaiiti 
fill light of the glow wnrm .iml llie lire- 
tly -a light williout heal, the production 
of which means the utilization of energy 
without that still niore'serious waste than 
the thermo dynamic loss now met with in 
the attempt to produce light; while the 
third is tlie invent-or who is to give us the 
llrst practically succosaful air ship." it 
will be noted that the lirst two of these 
needed inventions belong to the domain of 
t he elect ric inventor ami eiigiiieor. The 
airship, al.sn, when it cniiies, may be pro- 
pelled by an electric motor. Dili all 
three of ihi'se inventions, with many 
others nuite as iiece.s.sary, and perhaps 
ipnle as marvellous, will be attained be- 
fore the world is very much older.

POLITICS L\ QUEBEC. 

During the session that has just closed 
Premier Morcier and hia government 
have pushed their fortunes after a' fashion 
which astonished the more sober and re- 
spect.able of tlieir supporters. Queer tilings 
have happened in Quebec politics but Mr. 
Mercier has been able to beat the record. 
'J'he .lesillt estates bill will directly COSt the 
I'roviiice 8-100,000. The measure was pro- 
[losed as a seltleiiieiil of ail alleged claim 
for jiroperty expropriateil more than a 
century ago. The claim ' had no legal 
basis, aa is readily admitted. Uvidence 
that Mr. Mercier does not consider the 
juiymont as the settlement of a debt, is 
furnished by the fact that he has made a 
pro rata grant to the Protestant churches. 
The Protestants had no claim fur appi i i- 
priated estates, but if a free gift was to 
be made they had an ecpiilable claim to 
a share. It is a gift and the goveniiueiil 
is out .$oOU,(H}0 in all on account of this 
inatler. Then came Ihe matter of W'liyte 
of .Meganlic. -Mr. Wliyte was to be one 
of -Mr. Melciei 's iiiiiiislers; it was there- 
fore iiitcessary that he shoiilil be provided 
with a seat, ill the legislature. lie had 
bceii (.Ufealcd ill Meganlic, but hoped 
thai he might have better success if the 
silling member could be unseated. A 
petition WHS tiled, which the respondent 
covered with a counter petition demand- 
ing the disqualificatiun of Mr. Whyte. Mr. 
Johnson was unseated for corrupt practices 
by his agents, Mr. W'liyte was disi | ualitied 
for peiSDiial ci irrupt ion. This wa.s a Hin ere 
set iiack, but Ml'. Mercier still thought 
him.self eipial to the occasion. He ac- 
cordingly proposed to bring the matter 
up in^he legislature with a view of pass- 
ing an act to remove the sentence of dis- 
qualification. The first step was to sub- 
mit the matter to the house committee on 
privileges and elections. This coniniitiee 
has nothing whatever to do with persi||s 
iinl members or claiming to be menibers 
uf the legislature, but llie Jii'i-m inr d id iiol 
propose to be headed olf by such limila 
liniis. At this stagu .\lr. Dai ui, mic nf 
till- members for Montreal, an iiitluenlial 
siip|iorle;' of .Mr, .Aleicier, thought it lime 
Inprntcst, He did so with energy, ami 
w.is seci imleil by atioLlic'r inin/i, Mr. La- 
fonlaine. Mr, David iiioveil an auieiid 
iiieiil ask iiig that the COinniillee un priv- 
ileges be only instructed to einpiire into 
t ie grounds of the disqualitication. This 
amendment was opposed by the jiremier 
and voted down, though with much less 
than the usual government majority. It 
turned out, however, that (he majority of 
t he coininiltcn> were with ,M r. David, and 
when the ipiesl ion came bebire Ihe com- 
miltee Air, Mercitu' was obliged to back 
diiwii and accept, the identical proposition 
that he had foriin'rly opposed. It, is gen- 
erally believed that Mr. W liyle will not 
be relieved of his disabilities after all. 
The sentence of diHipialilication wiei con 
ciirred in by three judges. The ncvi 
dcfiarture taken by the Quebec gov- 
ornmont was to increase the sessional 
allowance from StiOO to $1800. The Quo- 
bee aiiriinidi' vigorously protests against 
this grab which will cost the province 
•VL'^UOO a year. Then there is another 
hamlsoim^ little hill of $110,000, "K,icpendi- 
liire for the Liiterpri o incial Cmiference. "
